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BOARD OF HEALTH. 


‘The Board of Health for the town of Derry has attended to its 
duties the past year to the best of its abilities, and has endeavored 
to be thorough in all it has undertaken. 

During the year the board has been called upon in its legal or 
authorized capacity 58 times, and every complaint made has 
received prompt attention, and a great deal of work has had to 
be done aside from the complaints 

In the spring diphtheria broke out at the Depot and two cases 
resulted fatally. ‘The board gave strict attention to every case 
and in conjunction with the physicians and the afflicted families 
did all possible to prevent the spread of the disease. By author- 
ity of the board the school was closed till it was considered safe 
to re-open it. 

Scarlet fever aiso appeared necessitating the closing of the 
school in district No. 8, till all danger was considered passed. 

The board secured the services of Henry Kehoe to care for all 
vaults and cesspools, as he had all the appliances for the work, 
and did it in a thorough and satisfactory manner. 

There were reported to the board ten cases of scarlet fever, 
seven of diphtheria and one of typhoid fever. ‘There were two 
deaths from diphtheria and one from typhoid fever. 

Too careful attention can not be given to the condition of vaults, 
etc., and to the proper disposition of decaying and refuse matter, 
the latter should be burned or buried that the public health may 
be preserved. i

PeeoR? OF THE SCHOOL BOARD, 


NO. 1. 


Throughout the year the school in this district has been in 
charge of Miss Cora Crosby, who brovght to it a large and 
successful experience, and labored diligently for her pupils. Her 
examinations showed thorough study,and the exercises and music 
of the last day were very attractive and pleasant features. 


NOs 3. 


This school was taught in the spring and fall by Miss Lillian 
Merrill, one of our best teachers. Miss Merrill besides preserving 
perfect order, has interested and advanced her pupils as few 
teachers could. 

The school was discontinued in accord with the expressed 


wish of the district, and because all the town’s children were 


accommodated as well, and at less expense at the Depot school. 


NO. 4. 


The children in this district are to be commended for their 
increasing interest and more constant attendance. Past school 
boards have not spared to make this school house attractive and 
pleasant, and the expense is more than justified by the increased 
registration. Mr. Fred Poor taught in the spring with good 
success, and Miss Myrtie Hatch finished the year. ‘The last day 


exercises were very interesting, showing faithful instruction. The

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scholars appreciation of their teacher was shown by a beautiful 


present. 


NO) 15: 

Miss Jennie Lowe continued her services here during the first 
term, and her success with the little children, which constitute 
most of the school was worthy of great praise. ‘They recited with 
a keen interest and a wide-awake enthusiasm, which is too seldom 
seen in pupils. 

The fall and winter term, in charge of Fred W. Poor, evi- 
denced good advancment among those in constant attendance, 
though the large percentage of absences and tardiness in this 
school is to be deplored and should be corrected. 


No. 6 

Miss Mary Morse taught this school the first term, with her 
usual success, and Miss Anna Rogers the remainder of the year. 
The school has shown good progress, and the hard labor and 
earnestness of Miss Rogers was appreciated by her pupils. It is 
hoped that the parents will continue the increased interest in the 
attendance and advancement of their children as invaluable to 
‘heir success 1n life. 

NOiwa7. 

Mrs. Emma Ford has continued in charge of this school 
throughout the year with general satisfaction. ‘The school is small, 
but Mrs. Ford knows how to use time to advantage, and we found 
here some of our most advanced classes. 


NO. 8. 

The first term, shortened to eight weeks by fsickness, was 
taught by Miss Myrtie Hatch. Miss Hatch labored faithfully, 
and all things considered, the school made good progress. 

For the fall and winter terms the School Board were fortunate 
qn securing the services of Miss Helen N. Galloupe. Miss 
Galloupe is a lady of fine education and large experience in 
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teaching. These factors rendered her qualifications as.a teacher 
unsurpassed. The examinations were very interesting, showing 
thorough instruction and good interest on the part of the pupils. 


This school is now the largest in the town district outside of 
the Depot, and the parents are to be commended for seeing that 
their children were all present the last day. Not an absent 
scholar.

‘This school, which for some time has suffered from laxness 
in discipline and the interest of pupils, fully recovered both, under 
the painstaking supervision of Miss Martin. Great commendation 
is also due her for the progress of the little ones under her care, 
whose increasing percentage of attendance evidenced their zeal. 
It was unfortunate that sickness called the teacher away before 
the term was completed. 


NO. II. 


GRAMMAR. 


This department has been through the year in the charge of 
Miss Laura R. Haynes. Miss Haynes is well-known in our 
schools as a good disciplinarian and efficient instructor and 
one who develops in her pupils a keen interest in their studies. 
An enormous amount of work has been accomplished by this 
teacher, and the result is plainly evident to observers. 


INTERMEDIATE. 


Miss Georgietta Knight had charge of this room during the 
spring and fall terms, and to say she was over-burdened would be 
putting it mildly. To put 88 children in one room, expecting 
one teacher to govern all and instruct half of them was an injus- 
tice to one of the best teachers ever in town, and no credit to the 
district. However, she made better progress than we had a right 
to expect. On entering the new school house this room ‘was 
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divided, and the middle grades were given in charge of Mr. J. W. 
Bean. ‘The great lack of this school was discipline, and we con- 
sider that we made no mistake in selecting Mr. Bean as instructor. 
Severity was absolutely necessary, and. in the beginning of the 
term corporal .punishment was frequently resorted to, but the 
result showed one of the best behaved and thoroughly instructed 
schools in town. The system of weekly card reports introduced 
by him, and also adopted by Miss Haynes developed an unusual 
enthusiasm for perfection. 


PRIMARY. 


Miss Mary E. Morrill, the teacher in this grade brought to 
her task a wide experience and most valuable preparation, and 
her kind and painstaking attention brought excellent results. 
Miss Morrill, enthusiastic herself, imparts a like enthusiasm in her 
pupils. | We wish to speak of the interest, and even delight the 
children took in their recitations on examination day. 

WEST SIDE. 

By a vote of the district the tax was levied for repairing this 
hotise, anda committee chosen for the purpose, bur while our 
long suffering citizens bemoan the weight of taxation, the money 
still remains unexpended, and the children of this section are 
deprived of the decent comforts of school privileges. _ In the 
Spring term, the closing of the school here was ordered by the 
Board of Health, and in the Winter the smoke and cold came 
near accomplishing the same results. Miss Lillian Merrill was 
given about forty children of different ages under charge. She 
worked hard in the interest of her pupils, and the examination 
showed a decided improvement in all studies. 


NOS FL2e 


Miss Anna Rogers had charge of this school during the 


Spring. Much pains was taken by Miss Rogers in instructing 


those under her care. 
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REMARKS. 


In conclusion your Board would report good progress in all 
the schools. 

A course of study adapted to all our schools has been pre- 
pared, and the teachers are gradually conforming to it. ‘This was 
rendered advisable by the grading of the Depot school and the 
desire that all schools make a uniform advance in the various 
studies. Of course there is room for great improvement and we 
bespeak your co-operaticn in all Jines that Derry may yet boast 
as good schools as can be found. In order to attain such im- 
provement larger appropriations may be necessary, and the dis- 
trict should not be negligent or penurious in this matter. 

The old-fashioned style of instruction in the three R’s. is not 
fitted for today, and a thorough and modern system is more ex- 
pensive. Derry however from its possession of oné of the best 
academies in the state, is relieved from the burden of a high 
school, and thus able to devote more care to the perfection of the 
common grades. In justice to itself, the town should make ar- 
rangements by which its children may receive free tuition at Pin- 
kerton Academy, and there is nothing that would render it as a 
home more attractive to the most desirable citizens. 

The School Board foun] that our geographies, having been 
in use for several years, were generally in a deplorable condition. 
As new books were a necessity, we thought it best to adopt a 
more modern textbook, and Potter’s series was selected. 

A very valuable feature in education has been introduced in 
Nos. 1 and 2 in special instruction in music, and we hope to see 
it extended throughout the town. 

The Board has appointed’ Mr. R. G. Sawyer truant officer 
and it is our intention to see that in the future the laws regarding 
attendance are more strictly complied with.
